They Resent 
The Term ‘Boy’ 


Notes made while listening to a 
conversation at the United Na- 


There was a 
group in the del- 
egate’s lounge. 
Two were from 
Ghana. One was 

mirom Morocco. 
Another was an 
Egyptian. 

The graying 
man from Ghana, 
which is the old 
gold coast of 

Africa, and one of the new na- 
tions aided to nationhood by Brit- 
ain, unfolded a newspaper. 


““Here,”’ he said, “in minuscule, 
is an explanation of what is some- 
times so difficult for the long es- 
tablished, comfortable nations to 
understand. They have for so 
many centuries enjoyed freedom 
and the dignity of being free they 
are not as sensitive to the lack of 
others as they should be.” 


This man who holds a degree 
from one of Britain’s great uni- 
versities, pointed to a news story 
from. northern Rhodesia. It said 
that when the constitutional status 
of the Federation of Rhodesia is 
reviewed in London early next 
year, the word “‘boy”’ will be on 
the agenda. This word is the tra- 


ditional form of reference to all | 


African males, the news story ex- 
plained. No matter what the age. 
education or position of the per- 
son addressed, the word is “‘boy.”’ 


A Symbol 


“Now, at first glance,” said the 
delegate from Ghana, “‘it is a bit 
ridiculous to make so much of the 
use of this word as to place it on 
an important agenda. But it is a 
symbol of much that is distaste- 
ful. Certainly it is not comforting 
to a man who has worked hard, 
studied, and become the head of 
a family, to be addressed as ‘boy.’ 
Nor does it sound well in the ears 
of a man who, even if he is not 
educated, nonetheless has attained 
manhood and who earns his own 
way and supports a family. There 
are many such things as this, usu- 
ally small, which remind him 
many times every day that he is, 
no matter what his achievements, 
looked upon not as a man pos- 
sessed of any dignity or position, 
however simple or great. He is in 
a classification of ‘boy.’ 


“IT have sat in many confer- 
ences,”’ he continued, ‘where I 
often have been asked why we in 
Africa are in such a hurry for na- 
tionalism. “Things afe improv- 
ing,’ they say. “The lot of the 
African people is better than ever 
before. There is more education. 
There is more income. Relations 
between the races are better. 
Why the haste for independence 
when you really aren’t ready 
for it?’ 


Valid Question 


“This is a valid question,” he 
said. “I know that those who ask 
it are sincere and friendly. Yet 
this is a revealing question, too. 
It exposes how little appreciation 
there is of the real complaint. 
The African knows that things are 
better. He knows he isn’t really 
ready with enough trained men to 
govern well. But it hurts him 
that those from whom he seeks 
understanding and independence 
do not see that what he wants 
most of all is to be given the 
status of manhood—not one in 
which every man is called ‘boy,’ 
not one in which things are being 
‘improved’ for him, but one in 
which he, too, is a person with 
an identity and dignity. 


“This,”’ he said, “is something 
which the Europeans and Amer- 
icans, who have had that for cen- 
turies, do not understand. They 
say that things are getting better, 
that relations are improving, so 
why not be content to go on with 
fewer rights as a person, with a 
restricted citizenship, and being 
looked upon as somehow not quite 
a complete human being. This, I 
suspect,”’ he said, “is the essence 
of the American problem as well. 


“There is a saying,”” he con- 
tinued, “in many African coun- 
tries that we hate white rule but 
not white people. It would be the 
same no matter. what foreign rule 
it was. This little story about 
‘boy’ is at the basis of all cam- 
paigns against colonial govern- 
ments. Many of them, particular- 
ly those of the English, have 
‘brought many benefits. This we 
know, even though in the heat of 
controversy ,we do not _— 
admit it. 


“But always there is the im- 
position of all that's” ‘wrapped up 
in the word ‘boy.’ But Africa 
looks to the white West for spir- 
jtual and material aid—and for 
understanding of the great yearn- 
ing to be free.”

Ike Doubts 
Wisdom of 
Rights Law

WASHINGTON — President Ei- 
senhower questioned the wisdom 
of “‘punitive laws’’ Tuesday as he 
called for progress in civil rights 
through understanding and through 
evolution, rather than revolution. 


“I happen to be one of those 
people who has very little faith 
in the ability of statutory law to 
change the human heart or to 
eliminate prejudice,’ the Presi- 
dent told a national conference on 
civil rights. 

CONCILIATION TONE 


Eisenhower thus set a tone of 
conciliation in solving one of the 
nation’s most vexing domestic 
problems as he addressed the con- 
ference of delegates from 48 
states. 


The President’s speech certainly 
was not calculated to please 
Northern extremists in Congress 
who have been demanding tough 
new civil rights legislation to 
force integration on the South. 


In fact, his comment that prog- 
ress means evolution and not nec- 
essarily revolution is what South- 
ern opponents of civil rights laws 
have been saying all along. 


NOT PERFECT 


“There can be no doubt that 
America has not reached perfec- 
tion in attaining the lofty ideals 
laid down for us in our founding 
document and in the amendments 
that have been made to our Con- 
stitution,’’ Eisenhower said. 


“The important thing is that we 
go ahead, that we make progress. 
This does not necessarily mean

To Test Indictment

Judge Virlyn B. Moore Tuesday allowed Bainbridge 
businessman Raleigh W. Rollins to appeal to a higher 
court on the constitutionality of a law under which he 
was indicted before he stands trial. 


The Fulton Superior Court jurist 
suspended trial of the Rollins case 
until the appeal is ruled on after 
Sol. Gen. Paul Webb withdrew 
previous objections to allowing the 
appeal now. 


“T think that’s a wise decision,” 
Judge Moore told Webb. The judge 
commented that he expects the 
appeal to be filed soon. 


Webb told the judge he had been 
advised by Rollins’ attorneys that 
a bill of exceptions (appeal) will 
be filed this week to the State 
Court of Appeals. 


CONSPIRACY CHARGED 

The appeal will be based on 
Judge Moore’s decision Monday 
overruling defense demurrers to 
the indictment in which Rollins, a 
member of the State Board of Cor- 
rections, is charged with conspir- 
ing with former State Parks Di- 
rector J. W. Brinson Jr. to de- 
fraud the state of $3,000 on parks 
purchases. 


The demurrers also made an at- 
tack on the validity of the 1872 
law, the constitutionality of which 
defense attorneys said has never 
been tested. 


The action will have the effect 
of delaying—at least until the fall 
—the trials of at least eight per- 
sons indicted under the conspiracy 
statute. 


OBJECTIONS WITHDRAWN 


Besides Rollins and Brinson, 
conspiracy charges are also pend- 
ing against Louisville merchant 
Whiteley Walden, former gover- 
nor’s aide R. A. Griffin, Compt. 
Gen. Zack D. Cravey, tractor 
dealer H. Candler Jones, former 
Revenue Commissioner T. V. Wil- 
liams and others.

The windfall is a one-shot) 
proposition. But it could greatly 
relieve the financial pressures on 
the present administration. 


Here is how the windfall could 
come about: 


State income tax is now paid 
once a year, in April (or the tax- 
payer may elect to spread pay- 
ments over three installments). 

But a withholding tax would 
be paid essentially every month. 


So if the legislature approves a. 
out any progress being achieved.” 


withholding tax next January, 
there may be a period during 
which the taxpayer has to pay 
both his 1959 tax in a lump and 
his 1960 tax each payday. 


In the long run, the taxpayer 
pays no more and the state takes 
in no more. But payments will 
become available to the state 
treasury earlier than they would 
have. 


A few simple calculations show 
the overlapping period will work 
out to be six months, or half a 
year. 


Last year the income tax 
brought in $48 million. It is esti- 
mated that the withholding tax 
would add about $4 million to 
$10 million worth of new taxpay- 
ers to the rolls. And the easing 
of the recession has boosted in- 
come by about six per cent a 
year.

EATONTON—A posse of 75 lawmen and a heavily 
armed National Guard unit fanned out in a swampy 
Putnam County area Tuesday in search of a barefoot 
Negro farm hand suspected of killing a local white 
dairyman and then leaving a note explaining why he 


did it. 


The search was begun after 
Lanier Napier, about 30, was 
fatally shot three times as he 
was preparing to milk his cows 
in his milk shed about 4:30 a.m. 


Before dying in the Baldwin 
County hospital 45 minutes later, 
Napier, father of three children, 
identified his assailant as Ernest 
K. Smith, 23, whom Napier dis- 
charged from his farm job Mon- 
day. 


A note was found in the milk 


ting and signed “Ernest 
Smith,” Putnam County Sheriff 
John Walton said. 


The Georgia Bureau of Investi- 


‘gation refused to release the text 


of the note but quoted it as saying 
Napier was killed because he fired 
Smith. The GBI also quoted the 
note as saying Smith threatened to 
kill Napier’s younger brother, 
Junior Napier, 25. 


Sheriff Walton said he believed 
that Smith was armed with the 
12 gauge shotgun, about 20 shells, 
and possibly a .38 pistol, all re- 
ported missing from his grand- 
father’s home. 


Bloodhounds ran the fugitive for 
several hours Tuesday morning in 
a swampy area beside Lake Sin- 
clair, but lost the scent after Smith 
took of his shoes and left them.

WASHINGTON—The Defense 
department presented President 
Eisenhower Tuesday a long-await- 
ed master air defense plan call- 
ing for a combination of army 
and air force missiles to provide 
protection against enemy air 
attack. 


The “master plan,”’ designed to 
settle a volatile interservice dis- 
pute over missiles and to meet 
congressional demands for a long- 
range air defense program, was 
discussed at a secret 80-minute 
White House meeting unexpected- 
ly called by the President Tues- 
day afternoon. 

TOP OFFICIALS ATTEND 

The meeting's importance was 
indicated by the fact that the 
President summoned top-ranking 
and civilian officials of the De- 
fense department to attend as 
well as high officials of the State 
department and his science ad- 
visory committee. 


The White House would provide 
no details on the meeting except 
to state in advance that it would 
‘deal with the air defense ques- 
tion of the United States.” 


According to Pentagon officials, 
the master plan drafted by the 
Defense department in response to 
congressional demands calls for 
a “mix” of the Air Force's 
Bomarc and the Army’s Nike-Her- 
cules missiles to be used in 
the nation’s future antiaircraft de- 
fenses.

Debt Ceiling Hike 


President Eisenhower has sent to Con- 
gress proposals to abolish interest ceil- 
ings on savings bonds and Treasury bonds 
and to raise the national debt limit to 295 
billion dollars. 

Under the plan savings bonds would 
pay 3% per cent instead of the current 
3% and the ceiling of 4% per cent on 
borrewings that run more than five years 
would be abolished outright. 

While there will be discontent and ar- 
guments in Congress, a realistie appraisal 
will warrant approval of the President's 
request. The debt ceiling, now at 283 bil- 
lion, must be raised te accommodate this 
year’s budget deficit and in anticipation 
of another in the next fiscal year. 

The actions are necessary to meet the 
increasing difficulty of financing the na- 
tional debt. Because investors can obtain 
higher rates elsewhere, the volume of 
savings bonds redemptions has been run- 
ning ahead of purchases now for some 
time. The Treasury has had to turn to 
more and more short-term financing 
through banks, with long-term financing 
becoming more and more tough. 

In effect, the United States has heen 
operating on a hand-to-mouth basis. In- 
flation, of course, has been a big factor 
in deterring purchase of fixed-income 
government bonds. Fear of continued ero- 
sion of the dollar’s purchasing power has 
discouraged private and corporate in- 
vestors alike. 

While the President's proposals will 
make for higher costs of financing the 
national debt, there seems to be no other 
way out. Unless they are accepted, in- 
terest costs will go even higher and new 
offerings will have to be made at more 
frequent intervals at whatever terms are 
available. 

Sooner or later Congress must face 
up to the fact that erosion of dollar val- 
ues is tied te the national debt. It now is 
costing $8,100,000,000 annually te pay in- 
terest on it. Until the budget can be bal- 
anced through realistic balancing of in- 
come and outgo, decline of dollar values 
will continue. 

Managing the national debt has be- 
come one of our mest difficult questions. 
Whenever Congress decides to mateh ap- 
propriations with taxes, it will become 
easier. Until it does, values of our cur- 
rency will decline and gevernment se- 
curities will be harder to sell.

Classrooms Are Needed 
Where the Children Are 


School needs continue to make news. 
And paramount in the news is the 
need for more classrooms and teachers. 
Fulton County Supt. Paul West has 
placed his cards on the table before the 
State Board of Education, The county's 
citizens have voted bonds to the extent 
of the debt limit and the money has 
been used or committed. The school tax 
has been increased from 15 mills to 25. 
Still the school population grows at 
a faster rate than the tax digest. There 
simply isn’t enough money for the needs. 
The state owes the counties money. Mr. 
West now joins DeKalb County Supt. 
Cherry in asking for it. Fulton’s mini- 
mum need from the state under the 
school building formula is $3,000,000. 
The state will “see what it can do.” 
We trust it sees that more than 100 
counties are losing population and that 
most of it is moving into the urban 
population centers and thereby causing 
the population to grow faster than the 


tax digest. Population changes have 
been ignored in school building funds 
since 1952. 


The state board also is puzzling over 
the school bus headache. Drivers have 
become a powerful political force, mak- 
ing it even more difficult. It seems to 
us that a good, well-trained teen-age 
driver would be better, safer and more 
reliable than some of the elderly men 
who now operate buses, While they 
doubtless are kindly men who love chil- 
dren, their reflexes, eyesight and driver 
instinct leave much to be esired. 

Carefully screened senior class drivers 
and strict rules about overcrowding might 
help to provide better service at less 
expense than the system in use today.

Study Suggested With View To Raising 
Speed Limit on Northwest Expressway 


Decatur — Seeking to strength- 
en law enforcement by facing 
facts, the New York State High- 
way Commission went out with 
radar to see how fast motorists 
were driving. 

A test was made on Route 17, 
leading from New York City into 
the Catskills. 

The radar showed 85 per cent 
of the drivers were traveling at 
least eight miles an hour over the 
unrealistic 50-m.p.h. limit set by 
the law. Realistic troopers were 
following the general practice of 
arresting only those who were 
driving more than 62 miles an 
hour. 

So now the commission has 
raised the limit to a realistie 60 
miles an hour, thus easing the 
conscience of the driver and the 
law enforcer. 

Highway characteristics, driy- 
ing habits. traffie conditions, ac- 
cident analysis—all these factors 
were involved in hiking the limit 
on Route 17, a controlled-access 
road. 

We suggest that the Atlanta 
area could profit from a similar 
study. — 

On the Northwest Expressway 
leg, for example, motorists drive 
consistently at a speed beyond the 
posted limit. The highway is lim- 
ited access from downtown to 
West Paces Ferry. 

Would not a 60-m.p.h. limit 
plainly posted and enforced be 
better than a 50-m.p.h. limit that 
is violated daily by four out of 
every five drivers who use that 
section of the Expressway?

Joint Chiefs Look TE | 


To Own Services 


WASHINGTON—It is well that the public 
should understand what lies behind the inter- 
service strife which is plaguing the Pentagon 


more fiercely than ever. This strife is reflected in the stroma of the 
Army, Navy, and Air Force to get its hands first on new weapons 
and to pre-empt them as a means of enlarging its role and expanding 


its budget. 

It is reflected in the failure of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff to reach 
firm, joint decisions on the size 
of the services so that we may 
know if we have proper balance 
between general war and limited 
war capabilities and the role each 
shall play. 

The reason it is urgent that the 
public understand the nature of 
this struggle is that there is no 
solution te it short of a much 
greater unification at the top of 
the services. There will be no 
such integration unless public 
opinion supports it. There are just 
too many vested premmares 
against it, 


All the evidence anyone “needs: 


on this subject, it seems to me, 
is contained in the candid report 
which came from the ehairman 
of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, Rep. George H. Ma- 
hon, D., Texas, who offers this 
restrained but sober conclusion: 
“The Joint Chiefs of Staff, as a 
corporate body is not providing 


the kind of advice and leadership 


which the country réquires.”’ 

He then quotes the testimony of 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor, Army Chief 
of Staff, as follows:

That the Joint Chiefs consider 
whether there should be a new 
building somewhere, but do not 
consider whether at this chang- 
ing time in military matters there 
should be another super carrier 
or whether we should go forward 
more rapidly with the B52 bomber 
program. 


Why are the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff so often concerned with the 
lesser problem and fail to come to 
grips with the larger problems? 
Rep, Mahon's answer is:

Each member of 
the Joint Chiefs is so busy looking 
after his own service, he doesn’t 
have much time to give to the 
work of the Joint Chiefs.”

Our Bodies 
Heal Wonderfully 


We are all tamiliar with the 
process of healing, for example. 
An uncomplicated sore or ulcera- 
tion causing an erosion or hole in 
normal tissue gradually fills in 
from the sides and bottomhof the 
erosion and sometimes even the 
scar of healing disappears. 


When we lose blood from any 
cause, the blood-making apparatus 
within our bodies takes on an 
extra chore and makes up for the 
deficiency. This occurs without 
help from the outside unless the 
loss has been too great in volume 
from a massive hemorrhage or by 
oozing over too long a time. In 
those instances help by iron or 
transfusion supplements or speeds 
up nature’s own methods of re 
pair. 


Infection can also be fought by 
the defense mechanisms within us 
as we all know when, even without 
antibiotics or other outside help, 
we recover from certain minor in- 
fections just by giving nature a 
chance to use her fighting mecha- 
nism. And even in some of the 
major infections, if our white

Sometimes the 
kidney that is left to do the work 
of two enlarges but the intricate 
processes which once required the 
work of two are now carried on by 
the remaining one without com- 
plaint or rebellion. 


Whole organs like the stomach 
and the colon can be removed and 
the remaining parts of the diges- 
tive apparatus carry on, impaired 
to be sure, but not to the point 
where life is endangered.

Clyde Perkins, a gentleman from Portland, Ore., has. labeled Traut- 
man a ei chieftain. Trautman says that Perkins’ Independ- 
oo» €nt Baseball Clubs Assn. is a maverick 
id organization. 


fa Earl Mann, who climbed aboard 
| the Portland Express without investi- 
= gating the outfit, jumped off Monday 
> and said the minors can’t reach a solu- 
| tion to their problems via threats and 
—. criticism. 


iy Even if Trautman and Perkins 
| should join forces and the majors ac- 
'» quiesced to the many demands and 
f* pleas from the minors, prosperity 
/4 probably wouldn’t return. 


There is much to be said for 
and against Trautman. When the 
minor league ship started sinking, 
Trautman did nothing. Maybe he 
couldn’t. At least, he could have 
made a stronger attempt to rally 
his forces into battle. 


On at least two visits to Poncey, I 
asked Trautman about the ailing minors and his answer was the 
same: ‘I’m concerned but not alarmed.”’ He then would take a 
few verbal swings at the ‘prophets of doom.” Unfortunately, the 
prophets were correct. Even at this late hour, Trautman is still 
talking about appointing committees, etc. 


—They’re Working Instead of Playing 


There is no intention here to commend Mr. Perkins for his 


* violent approach to the problems. There is intention to applaud 


him for being a man of action. This annoying habit of moaning and 
doing absolutely nothing has hastened the demise of baseball. So 
the majors shell out a million bucks to salvage the minors. That’s 
certainly not the answer. Next year they'll need another million. 


Okay, so the majors subsidize the minors 100 per cent, as Lou 
Perini and other owners have suggested as an eventual last-ditch 
desperation measure. That's not the answer. Who’s going to sub- 
sidize the majors? Attendance is off in the big tent ..« despite 
two interesting races: Milwaukee, a ¢ity where the turnstiles have 
been plated with gold, has pulled only 463,909 customers.in 26 dates. 
That’s more business than most clubs are doing, but ‘it’s, 175,000 
below the Braves’ previous low at this juncture; 


So why not point the finger in the right direction . . . right 
at the players themselves. I saw more enthusiasm displayed 
by the players in seven innings of Little League baseball on a 
recent night than I’ve witnessed all season at Poncey and on 
TV sets. 


No one wants to see a brawl every night, but everyone would 
like to see more competition in baseball. The first base interview 
is a striking illustration of the point I'm attempting to score. The 
majors, perhaps, are more guilty than the minors. 


When a runner arrives at first base, he promptly greets his 
buddy on the bag. Then they discuss the weather, the stock market 
or something until the pitcher makes his next serve. 


This is no indictment of the Crackers or any particular team, 
but of the performers in general. On a recent evening at Poncey, a 
veteran fan told me he’d seen about enough of this “love thy neigh- 
bor” baseball.” 


—‘No Friends in the Other Dugout’ 


“Took at those guys,”’ he said. ‘They're about as enthusiastic 
about this game as my janitor is when he sweeps out my office. 
They're merely putting in the hours. Tell me the last time you've 
seen a guy really barrel into second base like Dick Donovan used 
to do? Why doesn’t Buddy Bates chew these guys out like Paul 
Richards used to do?” 


I couldn’t provide the man with an answer to the players’ atti- 
tude toward the game. You figure they’d look at the empty stands 
and at least make an effort to put on a better show.

Major’s Offer 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
George M. Trautman Tuesday de- 
scribed the newly created Inde- 
pendent Baseball Clubs Assn. as 
a “maverick organization which 
clearly has the capability of do- 
ing much more harm than good.” 


The head of the minors said the 
“unannounced meeting of the new 
group at Seattle, Wash., last week 
had an upsetting effect upon work 
being done by officials of both 
the majors and minors to create 
a new fund of up to a million 
dollars for National Assn. (minor 
leagues) clubs.” 


Clyde Perkins of Portland, 
Ore., president of the new or- 
ganization, last week termed the 
fund offer of the majors a 
“whitewash and a sop to sat- 
isfy the minors for this season.” 


Asked if there were a wide rift 
in the minor league front as a 
result of the new association's 
formation, Trautman answered: 


“IT don’t know. We've had noth- 
ing in writing from them, saying 
what they want. We don’t even 
know who’s in it. We do know 
that Earl Mann of Atlanta, held in 
high regard by all baseball, has 
resigned as the group’s vice presi- 


ident because he says it is ‘try- 
to save the minors by 
threats!

Trautman went on:
